Believed That Toll of Death 
Will Be Greatly Increased 
When Reports Have Come 
in From All the Stricken 
Districts. 


Five known dead, twelve injured 
and the destruction of thousands of 
dollars in property was the toll ex- 
‘acted by devastating tornado 
which swept path of calamity 
through suburban Atlanta yesterday 
at nightfall. 

Traveling from its original source 
in the vicinity of the Old Soldiers’ 
home, the storm raged through Syl- 
vester in a northeasterly direction a 
short distance north of Decatur and 
Stone Mountain on to Clarkston and 
Tucker, where its fury was finally 
spent.

Five Dead at Tucker. 


The five deaths occurred at Tucker, 
a small town near Clarkston, only a 
short distance from Atlanta. 
white persons were killed outright, 
and another is known to have been 
fatally. injured. They were Mrs. Sal- 
lie Nash and her small son, who were 
crushed to death beneath the ruins 
of their home near Tucker. The 14- 
year-old daughter of Esmy Thomas 
was wounded internally by falling 
timbers and is expected to die at any 
moment. 

One of the four victims who met 
death was an unknown  0»negress, 
whose lifeless form was found by 
the rescue party, wedged with ob- 
structions carried by the storm in 
the forks of an oak tree. William 
Banks, a servant in the wrecked 
home of Dr. C. T. Brockett, was 
buried with his son under the debris 
of his master’s residence. Both were 
dead when. unearthed by the work- 
ere.

“I've found you at last— 
die!’ cried a man who strode 
crowded waiting room of the union de- 
pot last night about 11 o'clock. 


Five shots followed the words in 


quick succession, and the depot throng, 


was thrown into a panic. Women fled 
out the doors and 
the hand of Elton T. Darden, 37 
Cone street, who stood with his smok- 
ing revolver the bleeding and 
prostrate body M. Goddard, of 
Stone Mountain. latter had been 
sitting in the depot waiting for his 
train. He was taken to the Grady 
hospital, where it was stated he was 
likely to @A@ie before morning, being 
shot through the abdomen. 
“Goddard Wrecked Home.” 

Darden claimed to the police when 
arrested that Goddard had broken up 
his home, having paid attention to his 
wife for months. 

“This afternoon I saw him go into 
the Empire hotel and register with my 
wife,” sald Darden. “If I had had a 
pistol then I would have shot them 
both. I went to my place of business 
to get money enough to buy a pistol 
and then I searched for Goddard till I 
found him in tne depot. If I didnt 
kill him then, I'll kill him when I get 
out. No man can boast of breaking 
up a southerner’s home, as he boasted, 
and not pay the penalty.” 

Separated From Wife. 

Darden, who is an estimator with 
the firm of Mion Brothers, tile and 
marble workers, says he has been 
separated from his wife for a number 
of months and that she lives at pres- 
Kirk wood. 

He says Goddard was the 
the separation.

Graduate of Harvard. 

With the fires of jealousy and re- 
venge flashing in his eyes, Darden 
seemed almost like a demon as he 
paced his cell in the jail all Thursday 
night. He is a man of 46 years, well 
educated, and says he is a graduate 
of Harvard and the University of Vir- 
ginia. 

‘For nineteen vears I Iived with my 
wife, and she has borne me _ geven 
children,” cried Darden. “It’s hell on 
earth to nave a home like that broker 
up. It’s enough to make a madman 
out of me. I don’t care what becomes 
of me now, just so [ killed him. Id 
rather be dead than in this cell to- 
night. If I get out of here and he’s 
still alive, I'll kill him yet.” 

Goddard Fled Before Pistol 


Goddard is declared by witnesses to 
have been unarmed when attacked 
the union depot, and to have fied 
the corner of the room after the first 
two shots were fired. Darden followed 
in a rage and shot twice more, whfve 
Goddard, half on his Knees, is de- 
clared to have prayed for mercy. 

A human. interest feature of the 
tragedy was the aid rendered to the 
wounded man by the young lady sta- 
tioned in the waiting room by the 
Woman's Aid association, who has a 
desk by the door and deals out advice 
and kindness to the mass of people 
who adrift through The depot. 

She fled from the waiting room 
when the shots were fired, but 
turned in half a minute and was the 
first to bathe the wounds of Goddard 
with water and stem the flow of blood.

The present year figures are: Jan- 
uary, .45 excess; February, 1.35 de- 
ficiencv; March, same pertod, 1.05 ex- 
cess. Total, .15 inches excess. 

The rain of Wednesday was 1.42 
inches, which wiped out the deficiency 
and gave a comfortable margin on the 
other side, and amateur observers 
thought last night that the same pre- 
cipitation or even more had been add- 
ed to the record. And on top of that 
the forecast for today is wet feet and 
a general sogginess about the trousers’ 
bottoms.

AMAZING DISCOVERY 
BY A COUNCILMAN 


Who attempts to prove that council 
has done just exactly what it has not 
done, and who admits that both char- 
ters should be submitted to the people. 


Editor Constitution: SsB0me days ago you 
stated in your editorial columns, as I read, 
that all you wanted was to have the city 
council to submit to the people the plain 
question as to which of the two charters 
being prepared for the city they wanted, and 
then you would be content with the choice 
made by them. As a member of the council 
who does not believe the form of govern- 
ment proposed by the committee of twenty- 
five is the best for our city, I was willing 
for this to be done, and then studied to 
ascertain the simplest and most effective 
form in which to make this submission, at 
the same time freeing it as far as possible 
from all complications and leaving to the 
people the simple question of which of the 
two they would accept. This was exactly 
what you asked, and is exactly what the 
resolutions introduced in council on last 
Monday afternoon provide. There are no 
complications. The legislature is asked to 
allow the charter that the committee has 
prepared to be submitted to the people and 
if the majority vote for it then let it, at 
once, become effective as the law of the 
city. 

Are you unwilling to stand by the report 
of the committee? Do you believe other peo- 
ple can draw a better charter than they did? 
And are you anxious to have the assistance 
of others who do not believe in that scheme 
to aid in perfecting the scheme? ; 

You have no cause of complaint against 
the council. You have stated that you did 
not ask council to indorse your charter. You 
only asked us to submit it to the people, 
and we have asked that it be submitted even 
without change. It is true you asked that 


we submit it at a time when the vote of the’ 


people would amount to nothing. You asked 
that it be submitted at a time when amend- 
ments can be made to it by eliminating cer- 
tain of its provisions which good lawyers 
Say are unconstitutional, and then escape re- 
sponsibility by putting the blame on the 
legislature. ” 

But “time is not the essence of the con- 
tract.” If the charter submitted by the com- 
mittee of twenty-five can not withstand dis- 
cussion and criticism for several weeks, then 
it should be defeated. 

You charge that the charter proposed by 
the members of council, including myself, 
and which you claim is no revision at all, 
and therefore ought not to be submitted to 
the people, but which we do submit never- 
theless, was prepared in secret, and that we 
would not allow anyone to know what it 
contained. This statement is not true, for 
not only did I try my best to make it public 
by introducing it in the committee of twen- 
tv-five, but Mr. Loewus had a copy of it in 
his possession for two or three days prior 
to my attempt to introduce it. We made no 
effort to conceal anything, but on the con- 
trary gave to all the papers a synopsis of 
the changes made in the present charter 
more than two weeks before it was present- 
ed to the council. We made an effort to get 
it before the people, and I was prevented by 
the committee of twenty-five from having 
an opportunity to introduce it; moreover, the 
attitude of that committee seemed to be that 
no one who disagreed with the majority had 
any rights in the matter. 

Personally, IT would be glad if the papers 
of the city would publish the council charter 
just as they did the other and, upon request, 
I will endeavor to furnish a copy. 

Let the matter go to the legishature. Let 
the people vote on the finished document at 
a time when their votes will count for some- 
thing, and at a time when their action will 
be final. It is not necessary to waste time 
now. Accept the proposition of council tin 
the spirit in which it is offered—an effort 
to dispose of this matter in such a manner 
as will enable us to labor for the progress 
of the city and forget how very unfair your 
editorials seem to those who honestly differ 
from you. 

[I ask that you publish this statement in 
justice to me and such other members of 
council who feel as I do, and who yield to 
no one in their sincerity of purpose and 
honest endeavor for the best interest of our 
city. And bear in mind that we are sworn 
to do our duty and can not seriously con- 
sider whims that may present themselves.

The World’s Mysteries 


“CONWAY CABAL.” 


Tt has never been fully known as to 
just what extent Thomas Conway conspired 
against George Washington to win his com- 
mand of the Continental Army. There is no 
doubt that he wrote some of the anonymous 
letters that were received by persons promi- 
nent in the revolutionary movement, which 
he hoped would tend to turn them away 
from Washington, but he always vigorously 
denied that he was the author of many of 
them he was accused of writing, and it is 
quite possible that others, who were no 
friends of Washington, were responsible for 
some of these letters. 

Conway had a romantic career. He was 
an Trishman by birth, a count of France by 
adoption, received his decoration of St. Louis 
in 1777, and coming to the United States 
he offered his services to congress to fight 
for American freedom. He was made briga- 
dier general and was present at the impor- 
tant battles of the Brandywine and German- 
town. 

Conway's scheming designs 
Washington were started soon 
reached this country. The effort is known 
in history as the “Conway Cabal.” ‘The plot 
was developed in the autumn of 1777, and 
received the open or secret support of a 
strong faction in congress, including some 
able and patriotic men. There is no doubt 
that they were equally guilty with Conway, 
and may have been the promoters if not the 
authors of some of the attacks against the 
general, which created so much of a sensa- 
tion at the time. 

The chief reasons for the early opposi- 
tion of Conway to Washington was that 
the latter opposed a promotion in the army 
which Conway much desired. He then began 
writing letters alleging Washington's re- 
sponsibility for recent military disasters. He 
was thought to have forged Washington's 


against

name to papers designed to further the plans 
of the conspirators. Washington disapproved 
of his promotion to the important post of 
major general, but congress, in spite of this, 
approved. 

But in the following March, having lost 
favor with congress, his resignation, offered 
conditionally, was accepted unconditionally, 
and he was obliged, against his will, to leave 
the army. For slandering Washington Gen- 
eral John Cadwallader challenged him to a 
duel and he was wounded, and after he was 
able to sit up he wrote an humble apology to 
Washington, and soon afterward left for 
France. 

Conway counted among his friends such 
men prominent in the American service ag 
Richard Henry Lee and General Gates. It 
was to Lee that Washington wrote thus re- 
garding Conway: “His merits exist more in 
his own imagination than in reality; it is 
a maxim with him not to want anything 
which ts to be obtained by i!mportunity.” 

On the other hand, Conway wrote to his 
friend Gates as follows: ‘“‘Heaven has been 
determined to save your country, or a weak 
general and bad counselors would have ruin- 
ed it.” Even General Anthony Wayne, for- 
getting the disaster attending his own rash- 
ness, criticised Washington as having more 
than once slighted the favors of fortune. 

The letter of Benjamin Rush to Patrick 
Henry, in which Rush represented the army 
of Washington as having no general at their 
head and went on to say: “A Gates, a Lee 
or a Conway would in a few weeks render 
them tIrresistible,” was received by Henry 
with scorn and he noticed it only by sending 
it to Washington. An anonymous paper of 
the like stamp, transmitted to Henry Laur- 
ens, then president of congress, took the 
same direction. 

Conway Sstrived vainly to alienate Lafay- 
ette from Washington, and with other con- 
Spirators induced congress to -sanction a 
winter expedition to Canada under Lafayette, 
who was not 21 years old. At a banquet 
given in his honor at. Yorktown,’ Lafayette 
braved the intriguers and made them all 


drink his toast to tlre health of their gen- 


eral. 

Conway was not alone in the efforts to 
force Washington from the command of the 
American forces and he should not be so 
severely blamed, being a foreign soldier of 
fortune, as such men as Gates, Wayne and 
Rush. He, at least, showed a little man- 
hood when he wrote to Washington his 
apologetic letter, in which he said: “My 
career will soon be over; therefore, justice 
and truth prompt me to declare my last 
sentiments. You are in. my eyes the great 
and good man. May you long enjoy the love 
and veneration of these states, whose lib- 
erties you have asserted by your virtues.”

His Living.

I once passed a very pleasant afternoon 
in the company of the late Eli Whitney, who 
was a grandson of the genius of that name 
who had attained permanent fame due to 
the invention of the cot- 
ton gin. 

It was during the 
course of a walk with 
Mr. Whitney at his 
home at New Haven, 
Conn., towards the fac- 
tories which were es- 
tablished by his grand- 
father, a little over a 
hundred years ago, ina 
of New Haven

ney ville. 

IT asked Mr. Whitney 

how it happened. that 
his grandfather, after 
having invented the 
cotton gin, which was 
the greatest wealth 
producer occasioned by FE. J. Edwards. 
a single invention until the development of 
steam have abandoned the 
manufacture of the cotton gin and turned 
his attention to the manufacture of guns. 

‘“T suppose,” said Mr. Whitney, “that Eli 
Whitney’s name will always be identified 
with the invention of the cotton-cleaning 
machine, while there will be practically no 
knowledge of another very important inven- 
tion of his. 

“Well, posthumous fame is practically all 
my grandfather ever got for his invention 
of the cotton gin. There were infringements 
of his patent. He could not manufacture 
and market the machine profitably. The 
making and selling of it became common 
property. I -have heard it estimated that 
within twenty-five years after its invention 
the machine increased the wealth not only 
of the south, but of the entire United States 
by more than $100,000,000. My grandfather 
got very little of that wealth. 

“By the way,’ continued Mr. Whitney, 
‘"'t has always seemed to me an extraordi- 
nary coincidence that just about the time of 
the invention of the cotton gin, in the first 
administration of President Washington, 
there should have come to the United States 
a young German weaver who carried in his 
head the plan for the building of a spindle 
machine. His name was Slater, and he was 
the founder of the Slater family. He utilized 
the water power of Rhode Island and set 
up the machine through specifications he 
had committed to memory while a journey- 
man itn an English factory. 

“Within two or three years after Slater 
first set up his cotton mill, my grandfather's 
invention tremendously stimulated the man- 
ufacture of cotton cloth in New England. 
The Slater family became one of the richest 
in the United States. My grandfather was 
compelled to rely upon another invention for 
his support and for the modest fortune which 
he gained.” 

1 asked Mr. Whitney what that invention 
was and he replied: 

“It was a device for manufacturing inter- 
changeable parts of a gun, a process which 
greatly cheapened manufacture of guns and 
an invention which has been adopted by gun 
nanufacturers the world over. It was this 
invention which made it possible for my

Adam, whose rear name seems to have 
succumbed to the tooth of time, was a citi- 
zen of Eden and other eastern points about 
4200 B. C. His record was romantic and 
brilliant. Born an orphan and later thrown 
out on his own resources at a time when 
employment was notoriously hard to get, he 
succeeded in living 900 years and becoming 
the world’s greatest ancestor. 

No photographs of Adam are extant and 
no historical society has preserved the cot- 
tage in which he first saw the light. He is. 
known to have been wild in his youth, hav- 
ing seen snakes, and shortly after having 
been appointed custodian for life of the Gar- 
den of Eden, he was bounced for stealing 
apples. Later on he steadied down, however, 
and lived irreproachable and perseveringly 
for many centuries, accumulating grand- 
children to the 33d degree and holding 
Thanksgiving family dinners each year in 
some capacious valley with a two-mile table 
down the middle. 

Adam was not an educated man. There 
was no learning to pick up when he was 
young, and besides it was 10,000 miles and 
6,000 years to the nearest Carnegie library. 
He was no politician, and never made but 
one speech, from which speech, however, 
womankind is only now recovering. .He is 
famous principally for his work in the cen- 
sus bureau. Appointed head of the vital 
statistics of Mesopotamia at a time when 
that country consisted entirely of climate 
and possibilities, he threw his whole heart 
into the work and did not cease his efforts 
until the country was thoroughly settled. 
This was after he had made a lamentable 
failure as a student of natural history and 
anly a fair success in agriculture. From 
Adam we should learn that no man should 
despair when he fails in business. He can 
still sell life insurance or run for office. 

Adam became the father of his country 
when he grew up, and filled the position in 
earnest, painstaking manner, Spanking the 
entire body politic personally whenever it 
needed it. He became also the earliest set

NO REFORM WANTED 
BY STOCK EXCHANGE 


New York, March 13.—Sharp criti- 
cism of some of the bills before the 
legislature at Albany for regulation of 
stock exchanges is made in a statement 
Siven out tonight by the New York 
stock exchange over the signatures of 
its counsel, John G. Milburn and Wal- 
ter P. Taylor. Espectally strong is the 
opposition to the bill requiring brokers 
to deliver to customers a memorandum 
of sales, setting forth the hour and 
minute at which the transactions took 
place. Such legislation is termed “an 
absurdity.” 

The statement points out that the 
only essential change proposed is the 
statement of the exact minute at which 
the transaction took place. The Dill 
which would compel the -New York 
stock exchange to rescind its rule pro- 
hibiting its members from trading with 
members of the Consolidated exchange 
is opposed with vigor. The bucket 
shop bill is opposed as an improper 
measure, which, it is said, probably 
would render the present bucketshop 
act inoperative. 

The measure to brokers 
from trading in securities against cus- 
tomers’ orders is described as too in- 
definite.

Campaign Is Started by Mis- 
sionary Union and Federa- 
tion of Woman’s Clubs. 


Macon, Ga.,°March 13.—(Spectal.)— 
A campaign is now under way in Ma- 
con for the establishment of a juvenile 
court here and the matter wil] he 
brought to the attention of the next 
grand jury. The law requires that 
before a juvenile court can be estab- 
lished it must be recommended by 
two successive grand juries. One jury 
bas already recommended such a court 
and no trouble Is expected in getting 
another to do so. 

The City Missionary union and City 
Federation of Woman's clubs are be- 
hind the movement and will ask Pr.

The recent criticisms of the milk sup- 
ply in Macon has resulted in the nam- 
ing of an assistant inspector, who will 
be in charge of the inspection of 
foods, while the present inspector, F. 
H. Keller, will devote all of his time 
to looking after the inspection of milk. 
The monthly report just issued on the 
milk situation here shows that there 
is considerable room for improvement 
and it is the intention of the board of 
health to see that a change is brought 
about and that Macon is given purer 
milk during the coming summer. The 
latest report show's that the samples 
of milk taken from. seven dairymen 
of the county indicates watering, 
while two are denoted as “trashy.”
